Worse tUan Stealing. 


Yesterday Mr. Jacob Bullard, of the 


undertaking firm of Radcliff & Bollard, 
realized that he had been victimized out 
of 850 clean cash, and this is the way it 
was done: An old acquaintance nameu 
Byron Morse, a jeweler by occupation, 
called upon Mr. Bullard and requested 
that he endorse a draft for him on the 
Third National Bank of Chicago, signed 
by a Springfield music firm. The draft 
was for 8235. Mr. Bullnrd at first refused 
to comply with the request, but after- 
wards consented, feeling confident that 
everything was straight. The twain then 
went to the Decatur National Bank to- 
gether, and Mr. Bullard endorsed the 
draft. The money was handed out and 
Mr. Bullard took possession of $200 ol 
the amount, stating that he would hold it 
until Morse paid him the sum borrowed. 
But Morse wanted $50, and so Mr. Bnl- 
lard gave him 815 of the $200 and retain- 
ed SflHo, the schemer becoming possessed 
of 850. Morse did not call at the under- 
taking establishment as he had promised, 
and at once Mr. Bullard became suspi- 
cious of crookedness ou the part of hm ac- 
quaintance. He searched for him and 
learned that he had left the city. In the 
meantime the draft had been forwarded 
to the Chicago bank and it came back 
dishonored. Mr. Bullard is now out &A 
and is a little anxious to have Morse ar- 
rested and sent to the penitentiary. Du- 
ring the past two yours Morse was con- 
nected with a music firm at Springfield, 
and is well known at Koodhouae and Pe 
tersbnrg. Mr. Bnllard will cause a war- 
rant to be issued for the arrest of Morse.
